DANANG, Vietnam — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump stood before 
a summit of Asian leaders keen 
on regional trade pacts and deliv- 
ered a roaring “America first” 
message Friday, denouncing 
China for unfair trade practices 
just a day after he had heaped 
praise on President Xi Jinping in 
Beijing. 

“We are not going to let the 
United States be taken advan- 
tage of anymore,” Mr. Trump 
told CEOs on the sidelines of the 
Asia-Pacific Economic Coopera- 
tion conference. “I am always go- 
ing to put America first, the 
same way that I expect all of you 
in this room to put your coun- 
tries first.” 

The president — who pulled 
the United States out of the Pa- 
cific Rim trade pact known as 
the Trans-Pacific Partnership — 
said the U.S. would no longer 
join “large agreements that tie 
our hands, surrender our sover- 
eignty and make meaningful en- 
forcement practically impos- 
sible.”
